London, Feb 13—Another day and 


night have passed and still no official 
information has been received to re- 
lieve the suspense regarding the pres- 
nt status of the situation in the far 
east. Battles may have occurred,' but 
it so, no definite reports of such oc- 
currences have reached Europe. But 
two dispatches, known to be authentic 
have been received. An official dis- 
patch from Viceroy Alexicff gives an 
account ol the blowing up of the Rus- 
sian torpedo transport Yenisei proba- 
bly by one of her own mines in the 
lia'rbor of Port Arthur. The captain, 
three officers and '.)Z men were killed. 


Another official report is that of Ad- 


miral Togo, commanding the Japanese 
fleet, which 
has been maneuvering 


about Port Arthur. The Admiral gives 
an account of the, torpedo attack or. 
Russian battleships on Monday night 
and the 'subsequent bombardment -of 
the harbor itslef on the following; day. 
It shows that the Japanese

February -10, reads 
follows: 


"After the crvmbined fleet left Sasc-
